The ' Clash Over Kashmir' 



'Mr. S. A'. D. Bukhari, of Pakls- 
tan, now a graduate sludiTnt-at-Mc- 
Gill, addressed a Joint meeting of 
the Internation Relations Club and 
World University Service Commit^ 
tee yesterday - afternoon.

some measure fulfilled. The more intelligent

An In- 
lere^tinc pninf that should be noted 
is the definite anti-Llbejaf feeling 
In some of the recent Provincial el- 
ections. The recent Conservative 
upset In New Brunswick Is surprlii- 
Ing since the Marltimeji sre trarti- 
tinnally Liberal. If New Brunswick 
is an indication, the Maritline'^ov- 
ince,s may well vote Conservailve 
in the Federal elections. Ontario, of 
course, will go slronsly Con5crva- 
tl've. It seems likely that Que- 
bec would remain in the Lib- 
eral camp with the Western prov- 
inces remaining loyal ot the C.C.F. 
and Social Credit parties.

1 feel that the .S.E.C. could 
and should subsidize the Commerce 
Undergraduates' Society to a 
greater extent 

4. All capital repairs to the 
Union should be undertaken on 
a long-term policy, thus spreading 
a major expense over a period of 
years. Many of these repairs such 
as modernizing the short-order bar 
kitchen will not be visible to the 
students, but arc. nevertheless, 
tremendously Important. 

5. Relations between the S.E.C. 
and the C.U.S.'have been strained 
In the past, and if I am elected, I 
shall try to remedy this situation. 
In doing so, I «hall attempt to 
bring more Commerce students 
into Student' Government so that 
both' the S.E.C. and C.U.S. can 
benefit from, that experience. 

With the above points in mind,
